SEVEN MASSACRED 


Euroneans Suffer at Hands of 
Lawless Moroccan Tribes 


RAID ON A SEAPORT TOWN 


London Thinks Powers Bound to Ex- 
act Retribution--France and Spain 
Should Be Authorized to Occupy 


Fez--Bandit Raisuli's Terms 


Tangier, Aug. 1.—On the pretext that 
they were displeased with the harbor 
works, three tribes raided Casablanca, 
one of the chief seaports of Morocco, 
and massacred the native guards and 
seven Europezus. The other Euro- 


peans in the city, together with a num- 


| ber of Jews, took refuge on a German 


ship which had arrived here. 


Opinion of London Press 
London, Aug. 1—The papers com- 


| ment strongly on the state of anarchy 
| as revealed’ by the massacre at Casa- 
"| blanca and declare that it is evident 


that the sultar is powerless to pre- 
serve order. ‘The powers, therefore, 
they assert, are bound to take measures 
to exact retribution and stem the law- 
lessness. 

The Daily News says: “Nobody 
would blame France for deciding that 
it is useless to proceed with a policy 
which merely toys with the fringe of 
the question. In the end, however, the 
Moroccan difficulty must be solved in 
Berlin before it is faced at Fez.” 

The Daily Graphic declares that the 
whole of Morocco is laughing at the in- 
ability of Europe to secure MacLean’s 
release. The Algeciras compromise, it 
says, is worse than useless, and the 
time has arrived for the powers to au- 
thorize France. and Spain to occupy 


Fez. It is impossble to believe,” says 
the paper, “in the face of the Casa- 
blanca massacre, that Germany will 
longer oppose drastic action of this 


kind, and nothing less will meet the 
grave exigencies of the present situa- 
tion.” 

The News Stirs France 

Paris, Aug. 1—The news of the 
massacre of Europeans in Casablanca, 
In which five Frenchmen were in- 
volved, caused a sensation here. It is 
believed that severe measures must be 
taken to punish the murderers, a step 
which it is felt cannot fail to be ap- 
proved by the powers. 

The minister of marine has instructed 
the commander of the Mediterranean 
squadron to ho!d two cruisers in readi- 
ness to depart for Morocco. He also 
telegraphed to the captain of the cruis- 
er Forbin, now at the Azores, to remain 
there until further Instructions. Spe- 
clal dispatches from. Tangier received 
here express the fear that the number 
of Europeans murdered exceeds that 
first reported. 


After Raisuli, Dead or Alive 

Tangier, Aug. 1—The government 
troops renewed operations against the 
lawless tribes yesterday. hey str- 
prised the village of Olkala, inhabited 
by Raisuli’s supporters, and set it on 

re. A brief fight ensued in. which 
many were killed and a large number 
of prisoners fell into the troops’ hands. 
The commander of the troops offered a 
big reward tomnyone delivering over to 
him Raisuli, dead or alive. 

It is reported that Raisuli has formu- 
lated demands indirectly involving the 
dilemma of either destroying the gov- 
ernment’s authority or sacrificing Caid 
MacLean’s life. Raisuli refuses to 
treat with the sultan and insists that 
Great Britain compel the Moorish gov- 
ernment to accede to his terms and 
guarantee their execution. 

The terms include a demand on the 
part of Raisuli that he be made gov- 
ernor of the northern tribes. Failing 
this he threatens that he will kill Mac- 
Lean. The Moors feel that the accept- 
ance of the bandit’s terms will lead to 
anarchy. thus affording an excuse for 
interference by France. 


Steamer Sinks a Tug 
New York, Aug. 1.—Soon after leay- 
ing her pier here last night, steamer 
Poughkeepsie ran down and sank the 
tug Ice King. The tug’s crew was 
rescued. The Poughkeepsie carried a 
large number of passengers.

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BELFAST’S LABOR STRIFE 


Beven Thousatid Soldiers In the City 
to Preserve Order 

Belfast, Aug. 1.—Troops have poured 
into the city, empbasizing the fact that 
the authorities are fully determined to 
grapple promptly with rioting, whether 
en the part of the striking dock labor- 
ers or the mutinous police, who are de- 
manding more pay because of the extra 
work the strike entails. The military 
strength of about 7000 men is produc- 
ing a reassuring effect on the general 
public, which early in the trouble was 
somewhat panic-stricken. 

The authorities are doing their best 
to avoid a conwlict, especially as strong 
sympathy is evinced in other parts of 
the country for the disaffected police, 
and every effort will be made looking to 
a pacific settlement of the trouble. 
But it is stated that should the neces- 
sity arise they will not hesitate to em 
ploy, the strongest measures. 

By a coincidence the Atlantic fleet, 
consisting of four battleships and two 
cruisers, will urrive here today on a 
visit which was arranged months ago. 


Both Committed Suicide 

Colorado Springs, Col., Aug. 1.—All 
suspicion that Amés M. Rumbaugh 
might bave sla‘'n Miss Laura Mathews 
of Chicago wus removed through the 
verdict of a coroner's jury, which found 
that she came to her death from gun- 
shot wounds !nflicted with suicidal in- 
tent. An inquest was held ever Rum- 
baugh, the verdict being that he came 
to his death by his own hand. Sus 
picion for a time pointed to Rumbaugh 
having caused the death of Miss Mat- 
hews because of his apparent infatua- 
tion for her. 


Machinists Demand More Pay 

New York, Aug, 1—A demand, af- 
fecting 17,000 machinists, for 25 cents 
a day increase in wages was made yes- 
terday on all employers in and around 
New York city by the International 
Association of Machinists and the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers. 
The increase is to date from today, but 
the machinists will wait a few days 
to hear from the employers before they 
begin to enforce it by ordering strikes. 


Contest Lasted Over 2000 Miles 

Buffalo, Aug. 1.—After covering a 
distance of 2ZOSO miles the cottest be- 
tween the twvo runabouts for the covet- 
ed Hower tropty came to an end here 
last evening. H. K. Sheridan won over 
BE. H. Leinbach. who was 40 minutes 
behind the schedule. At the close of 
thé Glidden tour two of the runsbouts 
were found to have perfect scores and 
it was decided to continue the contest 
until one of them fell below the mark. 


Something New In Electricity 

Amherst, N. S., Aug. 1.—At the for- 
mal opening of the big power plant at 
the Chignecto coal mines Lieutenant 
Governor Fraser turned the switch 
which set the machinery in motion. It 
is the only plaut on the American con- 
tinent where electrical power Is gen- 
erated at the mouth,of the mine for 
distribution. The power is 6 1-4 miles 
from the trausforming station at Am- 
herst. 


Postponement of Powers Trial 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 1.—The 
fourth trial of Caleb Powers, on the 
charge of complicity In the murder of 
Senator Goebel, has been indefinitely 
postponed. Following the action of 
Special Judge Robbins in vacating the 
bench because of charges of bias he ad- 
journed court. The trial wijl not pro- 
ceed until Governor Beckham appoints 
a new judge. 


Made Nothing by Striking 

Duluth, Aug. 1.—Ore dock workers, 
who have been on strike for more than 
two weeks for recognition of the un- 
fon and an increase in pay, returned 
to work today. Neither of the requésts 
of the men was granted by the rail- 
road and the men will return to work 
on the same conditions that existed 
when they struck. 


Korean Army to Disband 

Seoul, Aug. 1.—An ordinance dis- 
banding the Korean troops was pro- 
mulgated yesterday The standing 
army in Korea contained recently some 
12,000 men. Marquis Ito's plan of re- 
form in Korea included the disband- 
ment of the army and the substitution 
therefor of Japanese troops to an equal 
number. 


Fortune Divided After Long Delay 

Cleveland, Aug. 1.—After years of 
litigation the estate of Alva Bradley, 
valued at about $5,000,000, was divided 
equally among each of 10 heirs yester- 
day. Alva Bradley, who was a vessel 
and real estate owner, died over 20 
years ago and left his estate in trust 
for 20 years hefore it was to be di- 
vided.

Expect to Check Career 
of Armenian Blackmailers 


PRIEST WAS PERHAPS CHIEF 


Grand Jury Returns More Indict- 


ments Against Him--A Specimen 


“Death Warrant"’ Letter;-Startling 
Admission Made by a Witness 


New York. Aug. 1.—Four indict- 
ments now lie against Father Levont 
Martoogessian, the Armenian, who, it 
is alleged, sometimes laid aside his 
priestly robes to practice extortion and 
blackmail. The priest is just now the 
central figure in the conspiracy which, 
the district attorney seeks to prove, 
had for its object the robbery of weal- 
thy Armenians and led to the murder 
of the rug merchant, Tavshanjian, 
end others who refused to be financially 
bled. 

From the slayer of ‘Tavshanjian, 
Bedros Hampartzoomian, as he is 
known here, the police hope to secure 
a confession establishing that the youth 
unwittingly was the agent of black- 
mailing terrorists. He is expected to 
make disclosures that will make easy 
the wiping out of a dangerous gang. 

Of the three additional indictments 
aguinst Martoogessian, brought in by 
the grand jury yesterday, two charge 
attempted robbery, as did the original 
indictment, and one alleges extortion. 
The latter charges that the priest was 
responsible for at least one of the 
blackmailing letters which quickly fol- 
lowed the death of the rug merchant. 


This letter was mailed in New York 
on the afternoon of July 22, the day 
that Tavshanjian was shot. It was 


writtem in’ red ink in the Armenian 
language and was signed by the symbol 
of the terrorists, three hands with 
daggers uplifted, poised above a” red 
heart. The letter is directed to Gulabi 
Gulbenkian & Co., Brunswick building, 
New York, and is headed “Death War- 
rant.” It says: 

“The executive of the Constantinople 
Armenian Revolutionary Terrorists’ or- 
ganization condemns to death Harou- 
tlan Gulbenkian, Gulabi Gulbenkian 
and Patrick Gulbenkian, the three 
brothers who entirely have deaf ears 
to all appeals for national freedom. 
Our executive board, having given its 
decision to Haroutian and Gulabi Gul- 
benkian, in America, gives them 24 
hours time to decide between their duty 
and death. Coustantinople Armenian 
Revolutionary ‘Terrorists’ orgauiza- 
tion.” 

The letter is dated “Constantinople, 
June 21, 1907.” Following the letter ts 
a postscript, also in red ink, which 
reads as follows: 

“Although neither prison nor hang- 
ing can prevent us from fulfilling our 
duty to the end, it is necessary that 
you should know. If you betray this 
letter or cause harm to one hair on the 
heads of one of us—against that con 
sider your whole family wiped out.” 

Before this letter came, Haroutian 
Gulbenkian, who is the accusing wit- 
ness against the priest, had received a 
blackmailing letter demanding $25,000, 
but had not complied with the demand. 
The sense of the indictment is that the 
priest either sent the quoted letter or 
caused it to be sent. 


It Is also alleged that on Sept. 15 
Martoogessian threatened to kill or 


cause to be killed Bedros Hazanjian, a 
merchant of this city, unless the latter 
gave up $15.000 to the Armenian reyo- 
lutionists. Further, it is charged that 
Martoogessian represented, or caused 
to be represented, to Miran G. Kara- 
gensian, an Armenian, that he would 
meet death unless he gave $100,000 to 
the Armenian revolutionary fund. 
Karagensian, it Is said, received this 
communication in the form of a letter 
on Aug. 29, 1905. The letter added: 
“The list Is not finally closed yet. 
There may be several others, and you 
may be the next.” 

The late afternoon developed ar im- 
portant witness when Magderich Ius- 
trian, a blacksmith, was examined by 
Assistant District Attorney Manley. 
According to information later given 
out at the district attorney's office, the 
witness sald that he had often attend- 
ed meetings of the Hunchakis society, 
at which Martoogessian presided. 
Continuing, he is alleged to have stated 
that he knew of five different cases 
where men had been sent from this 
country to Europe at the instigation of a 
man named to murder persons. On 
two occasions, Lustrian said, he had 
been ordered to do murder, but man- 
aged in various ways to shift the re- 
sponsibility. 

Some time ago he was told that he 
would bave to kill Nikolat Milack, be- 
cause at that time {it was believed that 
Milack was a Turkish spy. According 
to Manley, the blacksmith made fur- 
ther startling admissions and furnished 
corroborative evidence of great im- 
portance against the prisoner, who is 
declared by other Armenians to bave 
been the moving spirit in the blackmail- 
fog band. 


Germany Has a Kentucky Farm 

Berlin, Aug. 1—The German gov- 
ernment is about to send a number of 
full-blooded Trakhener stallions from 
the Royal breeding farms near the Rus- 
sian frontier to a stock farm in the 
Kentucky blue grass region, which was 
leased some time.ago by the govern- 
ment for the purpose of breeding cay- 
alry horees for the German army.

‘ “The Graveyard” takes its name 
from the proximity of an old cemetery, 
and the locality haus been the scene of 
several revolting murders. A few 
months ago a woman was hacked to 
death with an axe in an old house 
which adjoins the ancient burying 
ground. The majority of the residents 


are Itallans, with a pretty strong ad- 
mixture of Germans and Bohemians. 

Carl Pritschler, the father of Katie, 
Is a respectable citizen. He has several 
other children, all younger than Katie 
was. The latter left her home at 349 
East Thirteenth street last Thursday 
evening to play in the streets, and it 
is significant that, although when slie 
failed to return the father notified the 
police and a general alarm was sent 
out, the body was yesterday discovered 
within a block of her home and scarcely 
100 yards from the location of a placard 
placed by the father, calling attention 
to the fact that his child was _ lost. 
How the body could have remained un- 
discovered for a week if diligent search 
was made is not explained. 

The girl's body was stumbled upon 
by a woman who visited the basement 
of the house at 203 Wirst avenue. It 
lay upon a berry crate, with seemingly 
no effort at concealment. 

“You can say for me,” Coroner Har- 
burger declared, “that the crimes in 
Berlin of which the newspapers have 
told have not been one-thousandth part 
as bad as the murder of this little girl.” 
The coroner would not permit the body 
to be photographed. 

At the coroner's directions Gaetano 
Rippolano, whose cobbler shop adjoins 
the girl’s home, was arrested and asked 
to explain his absence from his shop on 
last Friday. He established the fact 
that he had spent the day at Bristol 
Conn., where he had bartered for a new 
place of business, The girl is said to 
have frequented Rippolano’s place, 
and a search of the shop brought to 
light a man’s shirt which red 
stains. The was arraigned 
and remanded to the coroner. The po- 
lice also began a search for a wo- 
man who is ssid to have formerly 
roomed at the Pritschler home and left 
there after a quarrel and took up lodg- 
ings In the house where the body was 
found. 

When news of the finding of the lit- 
tle one’s body spread through the 
neighborhood excitement rose to such 
a pitch that the removal of the body 
and the arrest of Rippolano caused al- 
most a Fiot. Probably 4000 persons 
were in the nearby streets when the 
wagon from the morgue arrived. At 
sight of the covered body the crowd 
yented its grief and rage in a babel of 
tongues. The police were compelled to 
elub their way through the street. 

Soon afterwards the arrest of the 
cobbler became known, and the crowd 
charged the prisoner's shop. Rippo- 
lano had been safely removed to the 
station house, but his shop narrowly 
escaped destruction. Stones shattered 
its windows, ‘and only the determined 
front of the police reserves, who 
clubbed right and left, prevented great- 
er damage. 

Johu Kusmicho, the Russian watch- 
man under arrest as a suspicious per- 
fon, and who is said to have been seen 
in the company of the girl whose body 
was found in the areaway, was re- 
manded without bail until Saturday, 
No clue to the murder in Twenty-sece 
ond street has been secured.

Adams Express Superseded In Many 
Cities by American Company 

Worcester, Mass., Aug. 2.—The Tele- 
gram says: In an upheaval of ex- 
press systems operating in New Eng- 
land and the cast, the American Ex- 
press company bas gained exclusive 
contro! of the cities and towns reached 
only by the New York Central lines. In 
this movement the Adams Express com- 
pany has been forced from the Boston 
and Albany division of the New York 
Central lines between Worcester and 
Boston aud on the Webster branch. 
Twenty-one Massachusetts offices of 
the Adams company were closed yes- 
terday. 

The American Express company has 
opened 31 new offices in stations for- 
merly reached by the competing Adams 
Express company, bas inaugurated a 
complete traffic system between Wor- 
cester and Boston and sent express 
trains over the western branch of the 
Boston and Albany division. Six 
trains between Boston and Worcester 
which had been operated by the Adams 
Express company were taken off yes- 
terday, and in order to accommodate 
the Worcester business the Adams 
Express company began a traffic bus!- 
ness to and from Boston to Blackstone 
by way of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford rallroad.

completed in accordance with the terms 
of contracts, shall be, at least, equal 
in value, for purposes of naval warfare, 
to the Octopus, or whatever other boat 
may have been in his judgment, on 
March 2, 1907 (the date of the passage

This overrules the opinion of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy that be is compelled 
to expend the entire appropriation for 
boats of the Octopus type, as built at 
Quincy.

| SERIOUS RAILROAD WRECKS 


heats In Which Two Men Are Killed 
and Many Others Injured 

Chester, Mass., Aug. 5.—Eight rail- 
toad employes were injured, three of 
them dangerously, perhaps fatally, and 
one locomotive and 23 cars were piled 
in a heap when an extra freight which 
could not be controlled by its crew 
dashed down a steep grade between 
Chester and Washington, crashed into 
a light engine. 

The pushing engine had helped an- 
other freight train up the steep grade 
and was returning to Chester when the 
freight, consisting of 23 cars, came 
rushing down upon it before the pusher 
could get out of its way. The light en 
gine was backing down the grade and 
after the two engines had come to- 
gether with terrific force the former 

was forced along for more than a mile 
before the broken coweatchers derailed 
the freight eygine, the entire train fol- 
lowing it and piling on top of each other 
to a height of 40 feet beside the track. 

West Brooktield, Mass., Aug. 5.—In 
the rear-erd collision of two long 
double-header freight trains nesr this 
station M. T. Hannisy and Joseph Me 
Sheehy were killed and $30,000 damage 
to rolling stock was done. The men 
killed had been getting a free ride 
when the wreck occurred. were 
instantly killed.

The occupation of Casablanca is a 
direct outcome of the native uprising 
which resulted in the killing last week 
of eight Europeans at Casablanca. 

Both France and Spain are hurrying 
other warships, with troops and ma- 
rines on board, to various points on the 
Moroccan coast, for the protection of 
foreigners. Under the terms of the 
Algeciras convention these two powers 
are charged with the policing of the 
seaports of Morocco, and their action at 
Casabianca has brought no protest from 
any power. The states of Europe have 
expressed their willingness that France 
and Spain restore order in 
No other countries are involved.

News of the fighting at Casablanca 
was brought here by the steamer Ana- 
tole. On Saturday night the French 
naval officer in command informed the 
Moorish authorities that he was going 
to land a force for the protection of 
the French consul. Authorization to 
do so Was given. The force Went ashore 
Sunday morning at daybreak. 

The Frenchmen were no sooner on 
the beach than they were fired upon by 
Moorish soldiers, and in this first en- 
counter the French force sustained all 


its casualties. The Frenchmen fought 


their way to their c@wulate, and then 
signalled the cruiser Galilee to 


bom- 
The Galilee 
She 
was joined at 11 o’clock by the French 
cruiser Du Chayla. and both vessels 
fired until! 2000 rounds of ammuni 
tion had been expended. This fire is 
said to have been disastrous to the 
Arabs. 

The battery on a fort at the mouth of 
the harbor fired on one of the French 
cruisers, but it was quickly silenced 
and reduced. 

A second Ffench landing party went 
ashore and joined the first party at the 
consulate. A third party from the 
Spanish cruiser Don Alvaro de Bazan 
was landed and occupied the Spanish 
consulate. The European quarter of 
Casablanca was not damaged. 

The remainder of the European resi 
deuts of Casablanca are either at their 
respective consulates or have taken 
refuge on board a German and an Nng- 
lish vessel in the harbor. 

France and Spain have agreed on the 
terms of a Franco-Spanish note informwn- 
ing the powers signatory of the Alge- 
ciras convention, including the United 
States, of their intention to keep the 
terms of the convention in dealing with 
the situation in Morocco. The next 
measures to be adopted depend largely 
upon what develops at Casablanca as 
a result of the occupation of that town. 


Frenchmen Showed Great Bravery 

London, Aug. 7.—In a dispatch from 
Tangier the correspondent of The 
Times says congratulations are due the 
French government for the prominent 
measures it has taken at Casablanca 
and the French seamen who, in the 
face of overwhelming numbers, showed 
splendid courage and undoubtedly 
saved the European residents of Casa- 
blanca from massacre. 

According to the latest reports, shots 
were fired Sunday on the French con- 
sulate and when the French consul de- 
manded protection from the governor 
and military commander of the town 
these officials replied that they were 
powerless to guarantee safety, and in- 
yited the commander of the Galilee 
to disembark troops. It appears that 
the town gate was closed behind the 
first French landing party. The men 
consequently found themselves in a 
trap and their way barred by uniformed 
Moorish troops, who immediately open- 
ed fire. The seamen cleared their way 
by a bayonet charge, literally forcing 
their passage over the dead bodies of 
the Moorish soldiers.

Paris, Aug. 7.—A special dispatch 
received here from Tangier says the 
street fighting in and the bombardment 
of Casablanca, according to a refugee, 
who arrived from there on the steamer 
Anatole, continued throughout Sunday 
and was still in progress when the Ana- 
tole left at 6 o'clock Sunday evening.

Greenwich, Conn., Aug. 7.—Raising 
the cry of “witchcraft,” as did their 
ancestors when they burned Aun 
Hutchinson at the stake 300 years ago, 
a mob of farmers stormed a house at 
Pemberwick hamlet. They threw a 
bomb at an itinerant evangelist within. 
They accused him of mesmerizing the 
neighborhood. 

Henry Spilkins, the preacher, escaped 
death by a miracle, as did the little 
flock of “Pentecostals” he had gath- 
ered about him. ‘The countryside al- 
leges they were saved by black art 
hypnotism. 

Three weeks ago Spilkins, swarth, 
thick set and eloquent, found his way 
into Pemberwick and announced that 
he would hold Pentecostal revivals un- 
til he had converted the “godless com- 
munity.” 

The farmers for miles about, all pros- 
perous, all orthodox and most of them 
tuptists, Methodists er Pres- 
byterians, laughed at the “Salvation- 
ist,” as they called him, and warned 
him to leave at once.

For Death of His Son 


CLAIMS HE WAS SCALDED 


Said to Have Been Kept Forty Min- 
utes In Water of 110 Degrees For 


Treatment of Disease Caught In 


State Reformatory 


Boston, Aug. 7.—The Post says: It 
is likely that some very startling dis 
closures as to the state of uffairs at the 
Concord reformatory will be made 
when the $100,000 suit of Vinal H, 
Brown of Cambridge against the state 
comes up for trial. Brown claims that 
umount in damages for the death of his 
17-year-old son, Frank, who died at the 
institution July 25 while ln a hot bath, 

When seen last night Brown gave 
out this statement: 

“My son Frank had been living with 
my former wife for some time, but I 
was his legal guardian. He was com- 
mitted to the Concord reformatory for 
the theft of five sticks of chewing gum 
I was not notified of the offense or of 
the subsequent commitment. My first 
awakening to the way that matters 
stood I received on July 27, when I 
was informed that my boy was dead. 


This was two days after the occur- 
rence. I went to the undertaker’s 
rooms, and after some delay, was per 


mitted to view the body. 

“I once worked in a bath. and while 
there saw a boy scalded to death in 
water of three- 
minute immersion; and my son, they 
told me, was kept 40 minutes in water 
of 110 degrees. What disease it was 
that required such treatment I was not 
able to learn at the reformatory. The 
body of my son was covered with blis- 
ters, and he was black in the face, and 
bore every indication of a death by 
scalding. I have retained a firm of the 
best lawyers in the state, and I will 
spend my all in my endeavor to get sat- 
isfaction.” 

Mr. Brown says that the doctor at 
the reformatory said that the boy had 
caught the disease while at the institu 
tion, and “that it was a common oc 
currence, too.” 

A prominent official in East Boston, 
one in a position to know what goes on 
at the place, is quoted as saying “that 
he would shoot any one who attempted 
to commit a son of his to that place.’ 
Just what these statements may mean, 
3rown says, will come out at the trial, 
and meanwhile he will get evidence for

New York, Aug. 7.—More of what 
have come to be seriously known at po- 
lice headquarters at “near” crimes} 
against girls were followed by nearer 


lynchings yesterday. Out of the score 


of complaints that reached the police, 
a half dozen demanded serious atten- 
tion. Whether the number is ex- 
traordinary is disputed, but certain it 
is that never before has mob vengeance 
so frequently attended sporadic attacks 
upon children. 

Led by a woman who, alternately in} 
Italian and broken English. cried 
“avenge my daughter,” a reckless 
crowd of perhaps 2000 persons last night 
stormed the Fourteenth street car 
barns of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way company, where a policeman had 
sought refuge with a seriously pum- 
melled prisoner.

ONE MORE VICTIM DIES 


Ali Concerned In Boston’s Chinese 
Riot Are Under Arrest 

Boston, Aug. 7.—Two more arrests 
and the death of one more victim is the 
thronicle of yesterday’s development in 
the Chinese riot cases. The police now 
have all whom they expect to appre- 
hend. Captain Cain of the Lagrange 
street station got information that 
Dong Back Lin, 32 years old, of Lynn, 
was in hiding in a house in Shawmut 
avenue. Lin has been attributed with 
being the ringleader in the riot and the 
house was surrounded and searched to 
find him. The Chinaman was caught 
in a room on the first floor and was at 
once arrested. He was brought to po- 
lice headquarters for examination and 
is charged with murder. % 

Other policemen went to Portsmouth, 
N. H., and brought back Yee Chung, 
62 years old. He, too, is held on a 
charge of murder. The ticket agent at 
Portsmouth identifies him as the China- 
man who got off the night train for Bar 
Harbor Friday. 

Lee Kai Num, one of the riot vie- 
tims, died at the Emergency hospital 
yesterday. This is the fourth man to 
die. Num was shot in the left side. 
He was 46 years old and lived at 3 Ox- 
ford place. 

A rumor has come into circulation to 
the effect that another attack on China- 
town has been planned by the Hep Sing 
Tongs and that the men who have been 
engaged to execute it are recruited in 
New York, Syracuse and Buffalo.

The number of revolutions neces- 
sary to make 18 knots an hour, the 
speed required, has not yet been fig- 
ured. The maximum number of screw 
revolutions was 128.84 a minute. The 
number made by the Louisiana was 125.

Descendant of 
Braintree Thayers 


A dispatch from West Buckfield, 
Maine, to the Herald, says a tablet 
was dedicated there on Thursday at 
the grave of Lieut. Isaac Thayer, a 
revolutionary soldier, who died Feb. 
22, 1805. The grave is on the south- 
westerly slope of Streaked mountain, 
about four miles from Buckfield vil- 
lage.

WARSHIP THEN TOOK PART 


Moorish Soldiers Who Were’ Ex- 
pected to Surrender Offered Resis- 
tance, but Were Soon Vanquished 


--Looting at Once Begun by Arabs 


London, Aug. 9A long dispatch 
has been received here from an eye 
witness of the recent events at Casa- 
blanca. It is dated Aug. 8. The writer 
Says that Saturday and Sunday passed 
perfectly quiet in Casablanca, Muley 
Amin, the military governor, having em 
ployed soldiers to guard the town from 
Arab attack and done everything possi 
ble conscientiously to secure its sutety. 

“There were a number of Arabs 12 
miles distant,” the writer goes on, “but 
a majority of them had returned to 
their interrupted harvesting and it was 
supposed that the French would = at- 
tempt nothing with the smaH force 
available from the Galilee. We all re- 
tired to rest with quiet minds. 

“At 4 o'clock Monday morning, how- 
ever, we were suddenly alarmed by a 
summons to repair to the British con 
sulate, owing to notice from the Galilee 
that it was intended to land a force and 
occupy the town at 5 o'clock.” 

The correspondent describes the 
landing of the French force between 5 
and 6 o’clock and the subsequent events 
as narrated in former dispatches. Con- 
tinulng. he says: 

“Singly, and carrying disjointed 
rifles concealed in valises to avoid sus- 
picion, a party of the Galilee’s men had 
been conveyed Saturday to the French 
consulate, where they now took up 
their position on the terrace of the roof, 
They commanded the fore-shore and a 
corner of the town, and also took in the 
watergate batteries from the rear, 

“A furious musketry fire broke out 
along the waterfront, and a dull boom- 
ing from the .old Moorish battery 
showed that after all Muley Amin and 
his soldiers were doingsomething. They 
made, however, a poor resistance and 
their fire soon ceased. 


“In the meantime the roar of the 
Galilee’s guns increased and _ shells 
were seen bursting all over the Moorish 
quarter. Wounded men were seen 
dragging themselves along the streets. 
In 20 minutes all seemed over; all the 
firing ceased. But this was only a lull, 
for the firing soon was resumed and 
was continued intermittently until 
6:30 In the evening. 

“Then Muley Amin, with a number of 
other white-robed officials. came to the 
tritish consulate, offering to sur 
render. The consul referred them to 
the French consul. They objected that 
it was impossible to approach the 
French consulate because the Spanish 
consulate was already firing at every 
Moor who passed in the street and they 
feared a similar reception from the 
French consulate. 

“Consul Madden thereupon gave te 
Muley Amin a formal letter of intro 
duction to the French consul and ad 
vised the Moors to carry a white flag 
They then went on. Their mission ap 
parently was successful, for the firing 
soon ceased and at 9 o’clock public 
criers were about proclaiming that the 
town was to be shelled no longer. We 
ate our next meal with quiet minds. 

“It should be explained that the 
Europe an residents of Cusablanca had 
all along deprecated any action by the 
French with an insufficient force, and 
this view the French had been with dif 
ficulty induced to adopt, and even over 
night, in announcing their intention of 
occupying the town, the French had 
apparently believed their fleet would 
arrive immediately and that no resist- 
ance need be expected. In fact Muley 
Amin had previously declared his will- 
ingness to surrender the town on being 
informed that resistance would be fu 
tile. 

“Whether the resistance actually of- 
fered was an outcome of a blunder on 
the part of some individual or whether 
it was tempted by the smalluess of 
the French landing party, it is impos- 
sible to ascertain, but what followed 
was exactly what was predicted to oc- 
cur’ by those best qualified to speak with 
knowledge of the conditions. 

“With the firing of the first shot the 
authority of Muley Amin and his organ- 
ization vanished. His soldiers bolted 
with their rifles, leaving the town ex- 

posed to rapine and pillage, im which 
they themselves nartieiinGed: By 
breakfast time we began to see men 
staggering along the streets under 
heavy burdens, and fierce white-robed 
Arabs, carrying guns and mounted on 
fine horses, began to ride about, direct- 
ing the looting operations. Even wo- 
men were seen carrying loads and as 


sisting in the pillage. 


“From afar we heard the shrieking 


and wailing of the Jews, and we knew 
they were being beaten and murdered 
by the Arabs. There were other indi- 
@ations that the French were not able, 
with the small force at their command, 
to secure possession of the three land- 


ward gates. The increasing number of 
Arabs enguged in the work of pillage 
ehowed us that, attracted by the sound 


of firing, the tribesmen were galloping 


in to fulfil the dream of the Arabs’ 
life, the looting of a town. 

“During the morning the French 
cruisers Forbin and Du Chayla and the 
Spanish gunboat Don Alvaro de Bazan 
arrived, but it was 2 o’cloek in the af- 


ee - 
a 


ternoon before furiber landing parties 
succeeded in stemmiug the looting in 
a swiall portion of the town. 

“The wailing and the shooting in the 
Jewish quarter aud the section in- 
habited by rich Moors continued, and 
the horrors that took place subsequent- 
ly in large sections of the town not 
covered by the French and the Spanish 
rifle fire never will be told. From the 
back of the consulate I saw Jews being 
beaten and shot and thetr houses be- 
ing emptied by a mbble led by Arabs. 
I saw Moorish women being dragged 
squealing from their houses. People 
who know the local conditions best de- 
cline to speak or think of the horrors 
to which the town of Casablanca has 
been subjected.”

The grievance committee ef the un- 
ion notified Price that unless every 
man was reinstated by midnight every 
union man in the office would be called 
our. This demand was réfused and 
promptly at midnight a whistle was 
blown and every operator employed in 
the main office, with the exception of 
six wire and loop chiefs, including 
Price and his two assistants, left their 
keys and filed out of the office. The 
men employed by the company at vari- 
ous morning newspapers had been noti- 
fied of the contemplated strike and 
they also quit work. 

The national officials of the union 
spent all day in an effort to prevent 
the “rank and file” of the organization 
from calling a premature strike. The 
men for weeks have maintained a sul- 
len attitude toward the company. The 
Chicago force was dissatistied with the 
settlement of the strike“m San Fran- 
cisco. 

Secretary Ulrich of the local union 
said: “The men were utterly tired of 
the conditions under which they were 
working and could not stand it any 
longer. When the additional insult of 
asking them to work with non-union 
men in Los Angeles was put upon 
them they refused to stand it and quit 
work. We could get no information 
of the situation on the Pacific coast 
from our national officials, so we de- 
cided that it was up to us to take care 
of ourselves.” 

Fearing that trouble might arise, an 
official of the telegraph company tele- 
phoned to the central station and re 
quested that policemen be sent to the 
main otfice of the company to preserve 
order. One lieutenant and five police- 
men were ordered to the telegraph of 
fice The 200 men and four women 
who quit work gathered in front of the 
building where the telegraph office is 
located and for half an hour filled the 
air with cheers and whistles, but the 
police were given no cause for the exer 
authority.

The Railroad 
Commissioners 
Approve Plan 
At Dorchester 


The work of abolishing the grade 
crossings between Quincy and Boston 
has been delayed by a difference of 
opinion as to the most feasible plan. 
The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. desired 
to raise the tracks between Savin 
Hill and Atlantic, but has encountered 
some opposition from real estate in- 
at Harrison Square and Ne- 
ponset, and from the city of Boston, 
which desired the tracks 
but a special commission decided in 
favor of the railroad, and now the 
Railroad Commissioners have issued 
a certificate approving the same . It 
reads in part as follows: 

“The physical conditions in the 
neighborhood of the crossings which 
it is proposed to abolish make 
plan for their elimination by depress- 
ing the railroad objectionable. 

“Experience proves that while ua 
railroad can be maintained at this 
low level with reference to tide- water, 
it involves the possible serious inter 
ference at times with traffic, and this 
fact is a sufficient reason why the de- 
the special commission

“To the suggestion that the rail- 
road be raised to a greater height at 
Neponset and this higher grade car- 
ried to the station at Atlanic, the 
reply is that this higher elevation 
would interfere with the advantageous 
development of important tracts oF 
land that will call for the construc- 
tion of side tracks to meet commercial 
uses for which these premises are pe- 
culiarly adapted.

Where Hat Straw Comes From. 

In Italy to raise straw employed in 
making hatx the wheat is sown as 
thickly as possible in order that the 
growth of the plant may be impover 
ished as produce a_ thin 
stalk having toward the end from the 
last knot the lightest and longest 
straw. The wheat blooms at the be- 
ginning of June and Is pulled up by 
the roots by hand when the grain is 
half developed. If allowed to remain 
in the ground a longer time the straw 
would become brittle. About five doz- 
en uprooted branches the size of the 
compass of two hands are firmly tied 
together into little sheaves and stowed 
away in barns. Then the straw is 
again spread out to catch the heavy 
summer dews and to bleach in the sin. 
After additional bleaching the straw 
is put into small bundles and classified. 
Finally it is cut close above the first 
Joint from the top and again tied up 
in small bundles containing about six- 
ty stalks each and delivered to women

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AN IMPLOSION. - 


it Is the Opposite of an Explosion and 


Less Familiar. 
Every one knows what an explosion 
Is, but its opposite, an implosion, is 
less familiar. At great depths in the 


sea the conditions are favorable for 


{ts production. At 2,500 fathoms the 
pressure is, roughly speaking, two and 
a half tons to the square inch—that is 
to say, several times greater than the 
pressure exerted by the steam upon 
the piston of a powerful engine. 

An interesting experiment to illus- 
trate the enormous force of this deep 
sea pressure was made on the Alba- 
tross, a government vessel engaged in 
deep sea exploration. 

A thick glass tube several inches in 
length full of air was hermetically 
sealed at both ends. This was wrap- 
ped in flannel and placed in one of the 
wide copper cylinders used to protect 
deep sea thermometers when they are 
sent down with the sounding appa- 
ratus. The copper cylinder had holes 
bored in it, so that the water had free 
access inside, round the glass. The 
case was then sent down to a depth 
of 2,000 fathoms and drawn up again. 

It was found that the cylinder was 
bulged and bent inward, just as if it 
had been crumbled inward by being 
violently squeezed. The glass tube 
itself, within its flannel wrapper, was 
reduced to a fine powder, almost like 
snow. The glass tube, it would seem, 
as it slowly descended, held out long 
against the pressure, but at last sud- 
denly gave way and was crushed by 
the violence of the action to a fine 
powder. 

This process, exactly the reverse of 
an explosion, is termed an iiaplosion 
—Chicago Record-Herald. 


MASTERY OF THE NILE. 


The Method by Which the Flow of 
Water Is Controlled. 

Every morning from a little room of 

a great white house on the eastern 

shore of the Nile at Assouan is clicked 


by telegraph to Cairo the question. 
“How much water?” The answer 


comes sO maby thousand gallons more 
or so many thousand gallons less. A 
button is pressed, the water which 
flows under the iron bridge at Cairo ix 
increased or diminished some ten days 
later in accordance with the telegraph 
ie answer, and the intervening valley 
between Assouan and Cairo has a lit 
tle more or a little less water on its 
surface. The man at the button may 
bring joy or sorrow to thousands of 
little farms—it is all according to the 
message he recelves. 

Irom the great white house there 


extends across the river a granite wail] 


feet high. Halfway up 
and stretching its entire 
line of shutters opens or 
pressure of the button. 
In the winter months a huge lake ex- 
pands to the southward, which has ev 
ery appearance of belng a flood, for 
in certain places the tops of palm trees 
are discernible above its surface, and 
the summits of inundated rufus appar- 
ently mark the sites of sunken cities 
As the days go by and Cairo demands 
more aud more water the palm trees 
and the ruins seem to rise from their 
watery beds until in June and early 
July the river tlows freely with all its 
historic indolence.—New York Times.

Three Layers of Atmosphere. 

It appears that in the atmosphere 
there are three distinct currents of 
air, the first lying at an elevation 
of from 900 to 1,500 meters, the second 
at from 2,500 to 4,000 meters and the 
upper one at from 6,000 to 8,000 me- 
ters above the surface of the earth. 
These are to an extent separate cur 
rents, flowing each with its own ve- 
locity. At the bottom of each of tha 
layers the stratus clouds are formed, 
and at the top of each of the layers 
occur the cumulus clouds. This sug- 
gests that the stratus originate at the 
bottom of a moving current and the 
cumulus at the top. It. {1s probable, 
then, that the stratus owe their origin 
to the difference in velocity and tem- 
perature of the two layers, while the 
cumulus are formed by ascending cur- 
rents within the layer of air.

Eddy was established by the trust deed 
which she executed on March 6 and mn 
which wus transferred all her property 
out of her hands and beyond her con 
trol. Her incompetency is further 
shown by her evasion of taxes in the 
city of Concord, an act) which 
would never committed, or . al 
lowed her agents to commit, bad she 
been in ber right mind. Chandler then 
went into the subject of Mrs. Eddy’s 
delusions, of which he detailed seven 
as follows: 

First—The fundamental delusion of 
the non-existence and non-reality of 
the physical universe 

Second—The delusion of the 
natural nature of the science which sh¢ 
calls her own and of its supernatural 
revelations to ber. 

Third—Delusions concerning the dis 
eases of mankind, their cure and pre 
vention 

Fourth—The delusions 
lation of the science she called her's 
to philosophy and to Christianity.

Fifth—The delusion as to the nature 
and existence of mulicious animal 
magnetism. 

Sixth—Delusion as to the alleged op- 


eration of this malicious animal mag- 
netism in the causing and the curing 
of disease. 

Seventh—The delusion as to the al 
leged operation of this malicious ani- 
mal magnetism in the perpetration of 
crime. 

He stated in closing that Mrs. Eddy 
is the victim, not of a solitary delu 
sion, not of a notion, even an insane no- 
tion, but of a series of systematical de 
lusions which influenced her whole 
life and has resulted, or will result, in 
senile dementia. 

There were two witnesses that were 
briefly examined. The first was John 
H. Quimby, an assessor of Concord, 
who produced an inventory of her 
property, which was sighed by Mrs 
Eddy in 1901. He also had those of 
succeeding years, signed by Calvin A 
Frye. These gave Mrs. Eddy’s estate 
as amounting to $19,500 up to 190#, 
when the further sum of $35,000 was 
added. The amount of the trust cre 
ated by Mrs. Eddy in March exceeded 
$80,000. 

The second witness was George H. 
Moses of this city, who produced a 
bundle of letters he had 
written by Mrs. Eddy, who contended

Just before adjournment Judge Ald- 
rich, before whom the hearing was he 
ing conducted, asked what opportunity 
the masters were to have to examine 
Mrs. Eddy herself. Streeter replied 
that she had not sufficient strength to 
come into court and undergo an ex 
amination, but she would be glad to re 
ceive the masters at Pleasant View and 
eonfer with them there. 

Judge Aldrich said that in view of 
Mrs. Eddy’s advanced age he thought 
it would be proper for the masters to 
visit her, ac@ompanied by one counsel 
on either side, and he suggested that 
counsel endeavor to agree upon some 
time for such a visit.

Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 14.—Govr- 
ernor Folk bas commuted the sentence 
of “Lord” Frederick S. Barrington to 
life imprisonment. Barrington was 
sentenced to be executed on Aug. 26 for 
the murder of James McCann on June 
16, 1903. The identity of Barrington 
has never been satisfactorily estab- 
lished. Barrington was convicted sole- 
ly on circumstantial evidence. He bas 
always declared that McCann is still 
alive and the body found was not Me- 
Cann’s.

A feature of the New England sit- 
uation is the co-operation which the 
railroad telegraphers are said to be giv- 
ing the strikers. The Western Union 
company depends largely upon the rail- 
road lines and operators for the 
handling of commercial matter to the 
smaller places. While none of the rail- 
road men are on strike, reports from 
several that the railread 
minen at intermediate stations are inter- 
fering with the transmission of through 
dispatches by opening their keys and 
confusing the strike-breaking opera- 
tors so that little business can be done. 
This situation

operators. 

About 250 New England operators, 
including those of Boston, day and 
night forces, have joined the strike thus 
far.

Health Chief Feeds Children Sweets to 
Avoid Future Whisky Drinking. 

According t6 Dr. A. C. Abbott, chief 
of the bureau of health in Philadel- 
phia, appetites for candy and for al- 
cohol are kindred, and the taste for 
Sweets precludes a craving for liquor 
In pursuit of his theory he makes a 
daily regular allowance of candies to 
his children to fortify them against 
the dangers of the other craving later 
on, says a Philadelphia dispatch to the 
New York American. 

In a dissertation upon Dr. Abbott's 
belief Dr. J. Chalmers de Costa, 
surgeon, advances the theory that twin 
appetites are a matter of temperament.

“It is only my personal theory,” said 
Dr. Abbott, “not indorsed by any med- 
ical authority, that the appetite for 
candy and the appetite for alcohol are 
fundamentally the same, the choice of 
one or the other being determined by 
the temperamental qualities of the in- 
dividual. Both sugar and alcohol are 
carbohydrates, with the same organie 
molecules, differing only in arrange 
ment, and it is to my mind probable 
that they both administer to the same 
organic craving.

therefore, will take the place of the ap 
petite for rum. 

“The demand for candy is increas- 
ing, and this is a hopeful sign. Sta- 
tistics show it has increased more than 
500 per cent in the last three years. 
This demand for candy on the part of 
such a restless, nervous people 
Americans is to my mind easily ex- 
plainable. A person of nervous tem- 
perament necessarily expends a great 
amount of animal force, which is more 
readily supplied by such a readily ox!- 
dized carbohydrate as sugar or alco- 
hol. For that reason I consider the 
child’s appetite for sweets thoroughly

CIVIL WAR MULE’S SHOCK. 


Heehawed at Automobile, the First 
He Ever Saw. 

Six automobile parties were stopped 
near Cuddebeckville, N. Y., by a funny 
incident the other’ day, says a Port 
Jervis (N. Y.) special to the New York 
World. Among the number were Wil- 
liam Ringler of New York city and a 
party of friends returning from High- 
land Lake, Sullivan county, and Jobn 
I. Scraggs, a lawyer of Scranton, and 
his two sons. 

A mule and its owner, Jeremiah 
Conkling, and his wife, both more than 
eighty years old, were the cause. Mule 
and owner had never seen an auto be- 
fore, and it was a question which was 
the more scared. The mule brayed, 
squatted in the middle ofthe road and 
refused to budge; Conkling and his 
wife were at its head, staring at the 
machines in fright. 

The most curious part of the outfit 
was the wagon, which was made by 
hand even to the wheels, which had 
whittled spokes. The only thing mod- 


erp about the rig was the tires. The 
autoists surveyed it with wonder.

How Tin Foil Is Made. 

Tin foil, which is extensively used for 
wrapping tobacco, certain food prod- 
ucts and other articles of commerce, is 
a combination of lead with a thin coat- 
ing of tin on each side. First a tin 
pipe is made of a thickness proportion- 
ate to its diameter, proportion not giv- 
en. This pipe Is then filled with molten 
lead and rolled or beaten to the ex- 
treme thinness required. In this proc- 
ess the tin coating spreads simultane- 
ously with the spreading of the lead 


core and continuously maintains a 


thin, even coating of tin on each side 
of the center sheet of lead, even though 


it may be reduced to a thickness of 
-001 inches or less.—American Inventor,

The Quincy Cup 
Will Remain 


In Possession ef 


Corinthian Club 


By winning yesterday's race, three 
out of five, the Sally VIII successful- 
ly defended the Quincy challenge cup 
for the Corinthian Yacht club, which 
captured the trophy last year. It 
was a one-sided race, sailed in a 
strong southwest wind, in which the 
Manchester from Quincy was over 
seven minuutes astern at outer mark, 
and lost six seconds more on the 
run home. 

The signal was sounded at 2.40 
says the Herald, and the Manchester 
was first over with the Sally VIII, 


on the weather quarter. The Sally 
VIII, at once began to out-foot the 
Manchester and was fast opening up 
on her. 

At 2.54 the Sally VIII came about 
on the starboard tack and soon 
crossed the Manchester, which came 


about one minute later. On the tack 
the Sally was outpointing and out- 
footing the Manchester, both boats 
being sailed admirably. At 3.30 the 
Sally came about to port and crossed 
the Manchester quite a bit to wind- 
ward. At 3.37 the Sally came about 
to starboard, and at 3.38 the Man- 


chester came about to port and they 


stood away for the turning buoy the 
Sally VIII rounding at 3.40:18 the 
Manchester at 3.47:47. 

Immediately on rounding, the Sally 
Till, set her balloon jib, as it was 
too rough and the wind too strong 
for spinnakers. The little fellows 
bowled away for home in the high 
seas. 

The Sally VIII, crossed the finish 
line a winner at 4.09:17, the Manches- 
ter at 4:16:47.

At her house in 
New York there is a room used for stor- 
ing things which she buys and never 
He said that aside from buying 
useless articles she often gave away 
cash and checks to those whom she 
thought was serving her. She imagined 
certain occurrences and circumstances 
where there is no foundation for them. 

Louis Morris, the petitioner, son of 
Mrs. Curtiss, testified regarding his 
mother's extravagant expenditures. 
He also told of the movements of the 
family. He said that he and his uncle, 
Thomas L.. Watt, have had charge of 
his mother’s property during the past 
few months. He had had the bills sent 
to him and his uncle had paid them. 
As an example of what his mother had 
spent he stated that in February the 
bills amounted to $11,000, in March 
slightly over $10,000, and in April $15,- 
800. He mentioned the purchase of a 
dozen parasols, the approximate 
amount of which was about $1000. He 
said his mother’s millinery bills ranged 
from $150 to $600 a month, many of the 
hats never having been worn. 

She spent about $700 to $1000 a 
month for flowers, some of them being 
sent to her Fairfield home when only 
the servants were there. She has a 
yacht, the Osceola, in commission, with 
12 men in the crew. She keeps up an 
establishment on Eighty-fifth street, 
New York, and has been living in the 
Netherlands hotel, thy Hot)l Savoy 
and at present at the “| fans Hil! hotel.

Without any doubt it is the matur- 
ing debt and interest which are caus- 
ing the increase in tax rate of the 
city, and there is a demand for great- | 
er scrutiny of these loans and more 
economy if any improvement of the 
financial condition of the city is ex- 
pected. The income of the Water 
department is not sufficient to pay 
all the expenses of the department; 
there is really no income from sew- 
ers to pay the expenses of that de- 
partment, and the municipal debt is 
growing by leaps and bounds. The 
maturing debt this year is as follows:

Newsy Budget 
From Shipyard 


The officials of the Electric Boat 
Company will watchw ith interest 
the experiment abroad. A London 
dispatch says the British admiralty 
is about to sacrifice one of the earlier 
type of Holland submarine boats 
with the object of acquiring knowl- 
edge of the effect of mine explosions 
upon a boat of that class. Mines and 
torpedoes will be exploded at differ- 
ent distances from the vessel, as a 
result of which it is hoped to discover 
the effect of explosives on the boat's 
equilibrium and _ furnish torpedo 
specialists with hints regarding the 
best means of fighting submerged 
craft. 

The Herald says exciting tales are 
told at Newport of the experiences 
of Lieut. Charles P. Nelson in the 
mimic submarine warfare he con- 
ducted in the under-water fighter 
Porpoise against the battleships 
Kentucky and Kearsarge and the 
third torpedo-boat flotilla. Lieut. 
Nelson is the officer who took Pres- 
ident Roosevelt under the sea a year 
ago. The Porpoise hugged the land 
all the way out while in search of 
the battleships. At last the flotilla 
was sighted. Then the Porpoise was 
sent a little deeper. She went 
among the torpedo-boats, but eluded 
them all, according to Lieut. Nelson. 
But there was a narrow escape from 
the Whipple. The only way for the 
submarine to escape was to dive un- 
der the Whipple. This was done 
and when the Porpoise came up it 
was far beyond the torpedo boats. 
By that time the battleships has dis- 
appeared. Officers on the Whipple 
assert they picked up the Porpoise 
before it had a chance to get away. 
Lieut. Nelson denies that he was cap- 
tured. As usual naval officers are 
divided on the question.

PILGRIM MEMORIAL MONUMENT. 

In the harbor are anchored eight of 
the most formidable warships of the 


United States navy, arranged in two 
lines, between which the Twentieth 
Century Mayflower with President 


Roosevelt on board steamed, dropping 
her anchor within gunshot of the place 
where the original Mayflower first an- 
chored 2S7 years ago on the 10th of No- 


vember. The monument commemo- 
rates the arrival of that Mayflower, 
the landing of the first band of Pil- 


grims and the signing in the cabin of 
the vessel of the famous compact. 
President Roosevelt was welcomed 
on shore by the town authorities and 
by Governor Guild. To the Massachu- 
setts executive fell the honor of intro- 
ducing the president at the formal ex- 


ercises. President Roosevelt deliy- 
ered an address and was followed by 
James Bryce, the British ambassador, 


Senator Lodge and Congressman Loy- 
ering of Massachusetts. 

The actual laying of the cornerstone 
Was under the direction of J. A. Blake, 
grand master of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons of Massachusetts, and the Ma- 
sonie ritual was followed. William RB.

MCHTY NEWBATTERY 


Electric Device Gives Tremendous | 
Power, Says Its Inventor. 


SIX RAN PIANO FOUR MONTHS 


Twelve Celis Ran Automobile One 
Hundred and. Fifty Miles at Recharge 
Cost of $1) Declares Frank C. Curtis. 
Says Basic Materials Will Last For 
Years. 


Frank C. Curtis, inventor of the new 
battery expected to supplant present 
devices for the furnishing of light, 
heat and power, recently gave some 
remarkable instances of its ability, ac- 
cording to a Milwaukee special dis- 
patch to the New York Times. 

“For power purposes,” he 
“eighteen cells 4 by 4 by 12 inches, 
weighing about twelve pounds each, or 
a total of less than 240 pounds, were 
used to run an electric runabout in the 
streets of Milwaukee over 150 miles | 
with one charge of the chemical solu- | 
tion at a cost of $1 for the change of 
solution. 

“Eight ceils 4 by 5 by 12 inches were 
used in connection with the motor of 
the submerged type and propelled the 
boat for nineteen hours consecutively, 
or a distance of about 150 miles. 

“Six cells of this battery were put 
on an electrical piano in conjunction 
with a small motor and have been in} 
constant use, furnishing power for the 
piano for upward of four months, and 
are still in active use and have been 
recharged within that period at inter- 
vals of two months. It is equally suc- 
cessful in lighting experiments. : 

“The inyention is the discovery of 
new alloys to form the electrodes, both 
negative and positive, and also in the 
combination of chemicals used in con- 
nection with the electrodes. The de- 
composition of the chemicals in solu- 
tion furnish the electric current in as 
large a quantity as may be desired. 
The power battery is composed of ma- 
terial that will last for many years, 
the solution and ionite being the only 
parts to be acted upon. 

“There is no disintegration of any 
parts of the cell except the ionite cyl- 
inder,. which will give 20,000 ampere 
hours before it is consumed. The size 
of this cylinder is 12 by 12 inches by 
one-quarter inch and can be replaced at 
the present market price at a cost not 
exceeding 20 cents per cell. These ionite 
plates are produced direct from the} 
ore by an electrolytic process which 
precipitates the metal from its sul- 
phides in the form of a sponge, which 
is rolled into sheets. The process is in- 
expensive and produces an alloy con- 
sisting of zine, aluminium and cadmi- 
um, which is not acted upon by the 
ionite solution when the battery is not 
in use. When it is in use it has the 
property of decomposing the ionite so- 
lution, which action furnishes 20 per | 
cent of the energy produced by the bat- | 
tery. The ionite solution, being cheaper 
than the metal, furnishes a cheap fuel 
for the production of electricity.

FLOWERS IN SICKROOMS. | 


Never Send All White Flowers to an 
Invalid. 

In sending flowers to an invalid 

great discrimination must be practiced. 


, In the first place, be careful not to 


eause any extra work to the already 
everburdened family. 

For this reason growing plants are 
undesirable, and, besides, while the 
old idea that they harmed the sick 
one by remaining in the room over- 
night is only a superstition, it is true 
that the Invalid may easily harm them, 
especially if they are much handled. 

In the second place, do not send 
flowers having a very pronounced or 
sickening odor. Tuberoses are thus 
distinctly barred, as are other flowers 
of their class. 

Thirdly, avoid violent color contrasts. 
The nervous system is always slightly 
deranged and the perceptions unduly 
sharpened in a serious illness, and the 
contrast of vivid reds and pinks and 
yellows may be really harmful and 
will surely be disagreeable to the pa- 
tient. Choose instead delicate pinks, 
soft creams or light blues. On the 
other hand, do not, above all, send 
white roses unaccompanied by any oth- 
er flower nor an abundance of unre- 
lleved white flowers of any kind. You 
might just as well order a floral pil- 
low marked “At Rest” for the effect 
{t will have upon the recipient of your 
mistaken kindness. 

The sick are often inclined to be 
morbid, and nothing but cheerful sug- 
gestions should be presented to their 
imaginations: Finally, prefer the un- 
usual flowers.

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HUNT FOR NOAR'S ARK 


Expedition Going to Yukon to See 
if It Is There. 


PROJECT OF AN EXPOSITION. 


Oft Told Indian Story to Be Investi- 
gated—Alaska Natives Tell of Seeing 
the Remains of a Strange Big Boat 
Centuries Old on a Great Mountain 
Top. 


“Mount Ararat With the Ruins of 
Noah’s Ark on It, Discovered In Yu- 
kon” was the headline that appeared in 
a Dawson newspaper some few years 
ago. And, while a controversy may 
well be waged as to the meaning and 
original purpose of the great ruin that 
Indians declare exists on the top of a 
mountain far in the interior of north- 
ern Yukon, the management of the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition which 
will be held at Seattle in 1909 intends 
to sift the story and if there is any 
ruin to have photos and plans of it at 
the Pacific world’s fair in order that 
archaeologists may be able to give an 
intelligent opinion, says a Seattle 
(Wash.) correspondent of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 

The story of the first discovery of 
the alleged Noah’s ark is of itself a 
classic in the north. In the early days 
of the Klondike rush a brilliant coterie 
of writers gathered in the new camp. 
Of those who have since given to the 
world their impressions were Jack 
London, Rex Beach, Jack Corbett, ex- 
Senator Jerry Lynch of California and 
others. But in the newspaper world 
of Dawson—then particularly bright 
the particular star was one Bernard 
H. Moran, or, as he was known from 
Point Barrow to Atlin, Mo- 
ran. 

As a reporter Casey was unexcelled 
anywhere. ‘There are whole weeks in 


“Casey” 


Dawson when telegraphic wires are 
down and no news whatever arrives 
from the outside world, when the 


trails are snowed up completely and 
no one either leaves or enters the city 
and when the most recent newspaper 
of the outside world two or 
three months old and one has 
read it twice at that. Getting out a 
daily under these circumstances is no 
joke. But the inevitable, unbiquitous 
Casey was always there with the item, 
the speculation, the suggestion. A 
man that had successively been street 
preacher, whisky smuggler, walking 
delegate, mining broker, ice trust mag- 
nate and boat builder could always 
evolve enough news, whether or not 
the real article was in evidence.

Light That Aids Oculists. 

A new contrivance, likely to be of 
great service in eye diagnosis, is re- 
ported by the Academy of Science in 
Paris, according to a special cable- 
gram to the New York Times. Dr. 
Fortin has discovered that the light 
from a mercury vapor lamp, passing 
through two sheets of blue glass and 
reflected into the eye by a large lens, 
reveals the internal condition infinitely 
better than the ordinary white light. 
By placing a screen with a pinhole 
between the light and the eye a magui- 
fied image of the vessels at the back 
of the retina, which have been hitherto 
almost invisible, has been obtained. 
The capillary veins, the diameter of 
which is only two*thousandths of a 
millimeter, are seen to distend with 
each heart beat, and it is even possible 
te count the blood globules.

Mrs. E. M. Dunlop of Auckland, New 
Zealand, writes of the Maori women: 
“The Maori woman can keep at will. 
She has practiced the art, which 
formed an important part of her train- 
fing. She weeps so genuinely and so 
copiously as to melt the 
Bympathizing witness. The 
hold ‘tnagis,’-or weeping 
mourn their dead,

ings the women play a conspicuous 
part. While weeping they utter a low, 


mournful cry, which has a very weird 
effect when produced by a number of 
The mourners sit in groups, 
with their heads partially covered, giv- 
ing forth their monotonous wailing and 
shedding copious tears. 

“The Maori woman of past ages al- 
most excelled her lord in savagery. On, 
the return of a triumphant war party 
they usually brought home a number 
of prisoners and slaves. It the 
privilege of the women of the tribe to 
fall upon these, slaughtering them in 
preparation for the cannibal feast 
which followed. The women bore the 
painful ceremony of the tattoo without 
shrinking. Spiral marks were cit Into 
the flesh of their chins, lips and faces; 
a soot made by a peculiar method was 
rubbed into the wounds, causing an in- 
delible blue-black stain. 

“The Maoris, even in their former 
state, treated their women with a cer- 
tain amount of consideration, although 
the lot of the female slive was very 
hard and oftén ended in her being} 
served up as a dainty dish to appease | 
the appetite of her voracious lord, 
would kick away the baskets of 
table food presented to him by his 
wives as a signal that he required the 
tender flesif of a slave girl.”

I attribute this dif 
ference to the fact that, whereas in | 
America the operator’s position and ad 
vancement depend upon her ability, | 
Europe the operators, being a part of 
the civil service, cannot be cecal 
and thus, having obtained a position 
for life, have no further incentive and 


rapidly absorb the well known inertia | 


of that department. 

As far as my investigations go, 
telephone systems in this country are 
managed along commercial lines. Rates 
are fixed with regard to the actual cost 
of giving service, improvements are 
adopted as soon as their efficiency has 
been demonstrated, and a plant which, 
owing to improvemeuts in the art, has 
become obsolete is at once discarded. 
This is far from being the case in Eu 
rope. There the business is conducted 
by methods that are neither practical 
nor commercial. Considerations which 
are quite foreign to the business enter 
in. Rates are fixed without regard to 
the factors which should govern them. 
For instance, in Switzerland the same 
rate is charged in Davos, a city 
8,000 inhabitants, as in Zurich, with 
150,000 inhabitants. The tendency is 
also very great to oppose any improve- 
ment or any change which tends to 
make additional expenditure necessary. 
Berlin is now just adopting the com- 
mon battery system after operating for 
years with a cumbrous and old fash- 
jioned grounded line magneto system 
It has been periodically announced that 
the telephone system of Paris is to be 
reconstructed on modern lines, but each 
year there is a new excuse, and Paris 
is still struggling along with a most 
miserable and hopelessly antiquated 
system.

MUSICAL SOUNDS. 


Thinking Them as One Does Letters 
and Words Is Not Difficult. 

To acquire the habit of thinking mu- 
sical sounds, as one does letters and 
words, is not a difficult task. In fact, 
to one who undertakes it seriously 
there is no difficulty greater than that 
of learning to read literature. 
usual method of tuition, which teaches 
the pupil to regard this, that or the 
other note as identical with certain 
positions on his instrument, is not one 
best culculated@ to make him an ef- 
ficlent and intelligent reader. He ney- 
er attains to independence in musical 
thought, but must ever refer to his 
instrument before he can form a fairly 
accurate conception of the musical 
story that lies silent on the page be- 
fore him. 

As a child may learn to read the al- 
phabet, to form letters into words ail 
thence into sentences and so on, just | 
so may the music student learn to 
combine and use the notes before him. 

Strange as it may appear, the study 
of reading music may be carried on 
mentally. For instance, while I think 
of a melody my mind traces fts flow 
and all the paraphernalia of the staff} 
and notation appear as the melody 
passes away into time. I realize the 
clef, time, and key signatures, bar 
lines, rhythmic divisions, and in a mo- 
ment I transfer the thought to paper 
People in general are accustomed to 
the transference of their ordinary 
thoughts to papers and by constant 
practice the labor of transmittal froim 
brain to paper is minimized so greatly 
as to appear almost automatic in per 
formance. Whatever of laborious ef 
fort appear in the process of writing 
music is the result of want of prac- 
tice and not that this form of writing 
is really or intrinsically more difficult 
than writing in words, or demands | 
any greater mental or manual effort 
The mind is here master and directs | 
the operations of the hand; and both 
gain facility from the practice which | 
comes of thinking music.—Musician,

Rich in minerals as the Pacific 
coast is, no great beds of iron ore 
and n6 coal in sufficient quantity has 
been found there in a situation to 
make it available for iron and steel 
manufacture. The Union Iron Works 
was at a great disadvantage as com- 
pared with plants in Pittsburg and 
Chicago. 

When the plant closes the United 
States will have no yard on the Paci- 
fic coast where battleships may be 
constructed. It has been proposed 
that the plant be taken over by the 
government but no steps to this end 
have been taken. The plant is com- 
pletely equipped for the construction 
of battleships of the heaviest type. 

Efforts to maintain iron works on 
the Pacific coast have been a succes- 
sion of failures. There is lack of 
coke there for smelting purposes and 
numerous and costly experiments 
with charcoal; the Pacific coast is 


not fitted for the iron industry. The 
last unsuccessful attempt was made 
at Port Washington on Puget Sound, 
and in this a number of New York 
capitalists were interested. 

The Union Iron Works headed the 
Ship Building Trust, 
Nixon organized in 1902. Henry T. 
Scott, president of the Union Iron 
Works, was the first president of the 
United States Ship Building Company. 

When the trust was reorganized by 
Schwab in 1903 the Union Iron Works 
remained and is now a part of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation,

Mr. Bryan says: “Secretary Taft's 
those who expected a clear bugle note 
in favor of reform. ‘There is not a sin- 
gle question on which he takes a strong, 
advanced position. 

“On the railroad question he is in fa- 
vor of preventing watered stock, op- 
poses the consolidation of competing 
lines and the duplication of directo- 
rates. So far, so good; but he does not 
advocate the ascertainjug of the value 
of the roads or the reduction of rates. 
He even defends the president from 
the charge of favoring the reductions 
made by the states. The railroads may 
object to his rhetorica! denunciation 
of abuses, but they will hardly be 
seared by his remedies. 

“On the trust question he thunders 
at unlawful trusts, but not only does 
not recommend new legislation, but 
takes the position that a monopoly may 
not be harmful. He seems to lean to- 
ward the idea that it must be convicted 
of some harmful act—and this throws 
the burden of proof upon the govern- 
ment. He recognizes that ‘restraint is 
more difficult’ when one corporation 
swallows up a lot of other corpora- 
tions—that ‘it involves enormous labor 
on the part of the government to prose- 
cute such a combination because the 
proof of the gist of the offense lies un- 
derneath an almost limitless variety of 
transactions,’ and yet he is opposed to 
the license system, which would enable 
the government absolutely to prevent a 
monopoly. 

“In other words, he gives the benefit 
of the doubt to the corporation instead 
of to the people. He thinks that put- 
ting one or two trust magnates in the 
penitentiary would have a healthy ef- 
fect, but he uses so many qualifying 
words that one is left in doubt as to 
what he really favors. 

“After submitting an argument in 
support of an inheritance tax and‘a 
graduuate income tax, he concludes 
by saying that he is not in favor of 
adopting either of them now. At some 
future time he may adopt them if they 
are needed. 

“He comes out strong in favor of 
government by injunction, but does not 
take any position on arbitrationfand 
election of senators by the people. 

“fie takes a rap at socialism, de- 
nounces the initiative and referendym, 
and presents an argument against 
government ownership of railroads. 
He is stronger in stating what he op 
poses than in stating what he favors 
and he (unintentionally of course) mis- 
states Mr. Bryan’s position on several 
questions. 

“He makes out a strong case in favor 
of tariff reform, but when he gets to 
the remedy he goes no farther than the 
Republican leaders have gone in for- 
mer campaigns. He wants enough tar- 
iff to cover the difference in cost of 


labor here and abroad—the excuse 
given for the present tariff—and he 
wants the tariff reformed by its 


friends. ‘Tariff reform by the friends 
of the tariff is a farce and a fraud, and 
the secretary runs away from the con- 
clusions which would naturally be 
drawn from the statistics which he pre- 
sents. 

“The conservatives may object to his 
speech because it admits many Demo- 
cratic contentions, but no real re- 
former will find encouragement in it. 
It is a straddle of the most important 
issues—a compromise instead of fight 
for reform,” 


Car Employes to Strike Again 

Louisville, Aug. 27.—After striking 
only six months ago, members of the 
local union of street car employes last 
night voted unanimously to strike 
again. The ground for the action, as 
alleged by the men, lies in discrimina- 
tion by the company in favor of non- 
union men. The strike will not be 
called until after Labor day, the execu- 
tive committee being empowered to 
negotiate further with the company 
meanwhile. 


Prosecution Asks Death Penalty 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 27.—The ex- 
amination of the persons accused of 
plotting against the life of the Czar of 
Russia last May came to an end yes- 
terday. The prosecution contended 
that the guilt of the prisoners had been 
fully established and demanded the 
death penalty. Decision was reserved. 


Life Saved by Dead Man 

Middletown, N. Y., Aug. 27.—While 
walking on the railroud tracks here 
Orrin Few of Trenton was struck by 
a train and killed.

RIGHTS OF STATES 


dudge Parker,Urges Their Preserva- 
tion In Address to Lawyers 
Portland, Me., Aug. 27.—The address 
of President Alton B. Parker was the 
feature of the opeuing day of the 30th 
annual convention of the American Bar 


association. It was considered of par- 
ticular interest at this time, as it up- 
held the supremacy in law of the con- 
stitution of each state as capable of 
amendment only by the people of the 
state itself, declared ‘for the limiting 
of governmental power by law, the 
source of which should be the people, 
and urged that any correction of the 
distribution or modification of the con- 
stitutional powers by amendment 
in the way that the constitution desig- 
nates. 

Judge Parker spoke strongly against 
the attempts on the part of the federal 
government to despoil the states of the 
powers and functions belonging to 
them, referring to some of the legisla- 
tlon of the past year in which efforts 
have been made to prevent the railroad 
corporations from contesting the valid- 
ity of statutes in the courts. 

He ridiculed the idea of bringing 
about a broader control by the federal 
government of corporations on the 
strength of the inherent or sovereign 
powers of the government, urging that 
the nationad government is limited to 
the powers specified in the constitution 
creating it. He claimed that there | 
Was no room for finding in the language 
of the constitution a claim that there 
are any such unmentioned powers 
which the federal government may Xe 
ercise.

Device For Connecting Rails Without 
Bolts or Fish Plates. 

A recent Invention provides a rail 
joint in which the meeting ends are 
firmly yet detachably connected with- 
out the use of fish plates and bolts or 
other form of fastening independent of 
the rails themselves. The method of 
accomplishing this novel result is clear- 
ly illustrated in the accompanying en- 
graving. 

Fig. 1 shows two meeting ends of a 
rail, while Fig. 2 is a section through 
the rails at the joint. It will be no- 
ticed that the base of the rail at the 
right hand side is cut away, leaving 
an overhanging head.

BACTERIA IN THE SEA. 


Number of Organisms Increases as 
Shore Is Neared. 

At no particular spot has the sea 
been found to be free from organism, 
| although those isolated and recognized 
| have proved to be harmless, consisting 
of active motile rods and vibrios, coccl 
being less numerous. As might be ex- 
pected, the number of in- 
creases immensely as the shore is ap 
proached, Thus about a mile from 
the shore something like 4,000 germs 
per cubic centimeter have been found 
and this influence of the shore extends 
for four or five miles. 

Some hundreds of from land 
the number diminishes to 600 per cu 
bie centimeter and at greater dis- 
tances to 200 or less. Of course the 
fact that algal vegetation is richest 
near the shore, providing a highly nour- 
ishing hunting ground for the marine 
organisms, accounts for the myriads 
usually found there. Samples of sea 
water taken at some depths below the 
surface proved to contain only a few 
bacteria per cubic centimeter. Thus 
| at half a mile below the surface only 
| from eight to twelve bacteria were 
| present. There is little doubt that 
| even should pathogenic organisms galn 
access to the sea, as must be the case 
when sewers discharge raw sewage In- 
to it, their activity must sooner or lat- 
er be destroyed.

His influence 
has been a power for good He 
ruled by the precious rule of 
patience. Every scholar that came 
under his influence loved him, and 
had affection for him that was abid- 
ing. Let us think of him not simply 
as he was, but as at the gate of 
peace with a crown upon his head, 
a harp in his hand bowing at’ the 
feet of Jesus. 

Dr. Thomas Barbour of Wollaston 
said, let us think of this as a victory. 
Not what we would desire, or for 
which skill was sought, but a _ su- 
preme victory in which loss and sor- 
row are swallowed up in goodness. 
He felt anew the littleness of human 
life, so constantly is the work going 
ou, taking from us those we _ love 
One after another they are taken 
away. 

He was a true gentleman, straight 
forward, genial with a gifted mind 
richly stored with personal refine- 
ment. A great lover of nature and a 
power to bring out nature. There 
was rich affection in him that ex- 
tended to all with whom he came in 
contact, He gave to all a helpful in- 
terest. He drew much from fellow- 
ship and gave much to fellowship.

Just before the New York train 
left the South Station in the evening, 
on which was Prince Wilhelm of 
Sweden, bound for Providence, Rep- 
resentative Edward J. Sandberg of 
Quincy asked him to send a final 
message to his own countrymen and 
the American people. 

Prince Wilhelm readily assented to 
the request. Taking an old envelope 
and a lead pencil he wrote the follow- 
ing in Swedish, which he asked Rep- 
resentative Sandberg to give the 
press. The translation Is as follows 


“Por the reception I have received 
in Massachusetts I wish hereby, 
through the press, to express my 
hearty thanks. I feel so much more 
thankful, as I understand it is 
through my beloved native land that 
I have received this hospitality. 

“I shall forward to the King and 
the Crown Prince the many evidences 
of loyalty bestowed upon me in every 
city I have visited.

Was Addressed to Secretary Cortel- 
you and Exploded !n Postoffice 

Philadelphia, Aug. 28.—~The explo- 
sion of what appears to-have been a 
large percussion cap in a package ad- 
dressed to Secretary of the Treasury 
George B. Cortelyou

THE OCEAN CURRENTS. 


Vagaries of the Streams That Begin 
and End In the Sea. 
There are aS Many vagaries in the 


water as in the wind. Why, for in- 
stance, should three great ocean cur- 
rents send their warm waters across 
the wide Pacific, Atlantic and across 
the Cape of Good Hope? Many theo. 
ties have been advanced to solve the 
problem of their origin, but all haye 
proved fallacious. 

Other and equally mysterious cur- 
rents exist In well nigh all parts of the 
world. The tides are so erratic in dif 
ferent parts of the world that one hesi- 
tates to accept the theory that the 
moon controls them in all cases, says 
Wissen fur Alle. It is on record that 
the sea has run for weeks out of the 
Java sea through the strait of Sunda 
and thence back again for a like period 
without any perceptible rise or fal] 
during those times. 

Then there is the equatorial current 
that flows into the Caribbean sea, the 
overflowing current to the eastward 
around Cape Horn, the cold stream 
flowing from the icy regions of the 
north past Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia and along the American coast to 
the extreme end of Florida, the con- 
tinual current running with a velocity 
of from four to five knots an hour 
through the strait of Gibraltar into the 
Mediterranean sea, the swift current 
running across the rocks and shoals of 
the end of Billiton island, which ap- 
parently starts from nowhere and ends 
somewhere in. the vicinity of the same 
place, and the current which, starting 
halfway up the China sea, runs from 
two to three knots an hour to the 
north and finally ends abruptly at the 
north end of Luzon. 

Then we have those tidal vagaries 
known the world over as bores. Resi- 
dents along the North sea are familiar 
with them and can see them run from 
side to side In a zigzag shape until 
they reach their limit, often tearing the 
ships from their anchorage. They 
originate nobody knows where or why. 

The rush of waters In the bay of 
Fundy is nothing but a huge bore 
sweeping all before it up to the head 
of the bay until the western waters 
have risen to the height of fifty or six- 
ty feet. Off Southampton, In England, 
there are the double tides, while at 
Singapore it has been observed for 
days at a time that there have been 
but one rise and fall in the twenty-four 
hours. The tides may be and very 
often appear as though they were 
“moonstruck,” but they are certainly 
not controlled with hard and fast rules 
by that or any other body. 


MACHINE THAT MILKS. 


Mechanical Milker Designed to Save 
Labor on Dairy Farms. 

A very simple mechanical milker ts 
being used in Europe, and reports in 
dicate better results than have been 
secured from any other of the several 
milking machines, says Popular Me 
chanics. It is so simple a boy ten 
years of age can easily operate it. It 
consists of four pumps, which work 
in succession, one after another, and 
at the same speed as a person milk- 
ing by hand.

MEANS PERMANENT PEACE 


Proffers of Mediation Cannot Be Re- 
fused by Central Americans’ 

Washington, Aug. 29.—President 
Roosevelt and President Diaz simul- 
taneously have telegraphed notes to the 
presidents of the five republics of Cen- 
tral America offering the good offices 
of the United States and Mexico in 
bringing about a conference of the re- 
publics for a discussion of plans to 
maintain peace. The announcement 
that this action had been taken was 
made by Acting Secretary Adee of the 
state department. 

Mr. Adee late yesterday received 
Minister Goderi, charge d'affaires 
the Mexican embassy, and they con- 
ferred at length concerning the steps 
taken looking to the settlement of Cen- 
tral American disputes and ending the 
almost incessant warfare between the 
republics. Neither would admit that 
the Central American republics had 
been invited to hold the conference at 
Washington, but Senor Corea, the 
Nicaraguan minister, is authority for 
the statement that such an invitation 
soon wil] be extended. In fact he tele 
graphed President Zelaya to that ef- 
fect. 

In diplomatie circles here it is said 
that none of the Ceutral American re- 
publics cau afford to decline to accept 
the proffers of mediation made by the 
United States and Mexico, and that 
this menus that permanent peace prac 
tically is assured.

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MURDERER OF KANE 


May Not Have Been a Boy, as 
ai First Supposed 


TRAMP THEORY IS ADVANCED 


Autopsy Discloses Fact That Bullet 
“Yhich Killed Milkman Was of Large 
Calibre--Person Seen In Cart With 
Him Perhaps a Friend 


Springfield, Mass., Aug. 30.—In spite 
of the activity of the police of this city 
and the county officers, the mystery of 
the murder of Hugh Kane, the Ludlow 
milkman, whose body with a bullet 


wound in the head was found lying in 
his milkeart in his own dooryard, re- 
mains unsolved. No arrests have been 
wade, and although several persons 
have been very closely questioned as 
possible suspects no direct clue to the 
identity of the murderer has been dis- 
covered. 

The autopsy showed that the bullet 
which killed Kane was of 38 calibre 
and might have come from a revolver 
such as is commonly used by tramp 
burglars. This tended to upset the 
theory previously held by the police 
that the crime was probably committed 
by a youthful degenerate armed with a 
small calibre weapon, and it is now 
thought quite possible that the milkman 
was kflled for his money by a profes- 
sional tramp. 

Efforts were made to trace the fugi- 
tive to Holyoke or Chicopee, in the be- 
lief that he would attempt to get to one 
of those places by trolley, but these 
efforts were fruitless and search in 
those directions was abandoned. The 
police renewed their inquiries at houses 
along the road traversed by the milk- 
man’s team, going over the same 
ground that was covered iu the investi- 
gation Wednesday, but without, it is 
said, bringing out any new clue. 

A theory advanced by some of the of- 
fleers is that the man who was seen 
riding in the doorway of the milkcart 
was an acquaintance of Kane’s who 
was simply given a lift along the road 
and left the team before the crime was 
committed, kuowing nothing about it 
until he heard of the finding of the body. 
According to this theory, the man Is 
supposed to be afraid to reveal his iden- 
tity to the police on account of the sus- 
picion that might attach to him, 


Boy Arrested on Suspicion 

Albany, Aug. 30.—David Dee, aged 
16, who claims his home is In Worces- 
ter, Mass., was arrested by the Albany 
police on suspicion of knowing some- 
thing of the murder of Hugh I, Kane, 
who was shot to death and robbed at 
Ludlow, Mass. Dee is being held pend- 
Ing the arrival of an officer from 
Springfield. He denies all knowledge 
of the crime. 


Taft Talks to Denver People 

Denver, Aug. 30.—The most import- 
ant event of a busy day in Denver for 
Secretary of War Taft was a speech 
which he delivered from the steps of 
the state capitol. His address in the 
main was a repetition of his Columbus 
speech. He said that the difference 
between Bryan and Roosevelt was 
that Roosevelt had faith in the people 
and faith that good men can be secured 
to enforce the laws, whereas Bryan does 
not trust the courts and offers the in- 
itiative and referendum asa cure-all. 


Indelicacy Shocked King 

Marienbad, Aug. 30.—King Edward 
entered a cafe chantant last night and 
after listening to one or two items on 
the program he walked out as a pro- 
test against the scandalous nature of 
the performance. He was followed by 
the members of his suite and all the 
Americans and Englishmen present. 
“This is horrible; appalling,” said the 
king, and the accuracy of his descrip- 
tion of the performance is admitted. 


Protection For Casablanca 

Paris, Aug. 80.—It is declared that, 
in view of the fact that Casablanca is 
the only port open to shipping during 
the season of heavy storms, which is 
now approaching, a scheme has been 
drawn up by which 3000 French troops 
are to be maintained at Casablanca and 
1000 more distributed between Maza- 
gan, Safi, Rabat and Mogador. At the 
same time the warships will continue to 
patro] the coast. 


Bank to Have New Home 

New York, Aug. 30.—As the site for 
an imposing home structure, the Second 
National bank yesterday paid $1,100,- 
000 for the old Goodridge mansion and 
plot at Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
eighth street.

Aeronaut Survives an Awful Plunge 
at a County Fair 

Barnstable, Mass., Aug. 30.—Nearly 
5000 people at the county fair here saw 
Professor Maloney, a balloonist, drop 
2000 feet to earth, strike on the top of a 
cedar fence post and escape With bis 
life. 

Maloney made his ascent late yester- 
day afterneon and as the visitors at 
the fair grounds gazed heavenward 
they saw that his attempts to cut his 
parachute were fruitless. A sharp 
easterly wind had twirled the rope, 
which connects with the knife, amongst 
the mass of cords higher up and out of 
reach of the balloonist. 

For fully two miles Maloney floated 
along. The hot air was rapidly leak- 
ing from the big bag above him and he 
prepared for the long drop. Maloney 
and the balloon came earthward rapid- 
ly. He struck on the top of a big cedar 
post, used by farmers to mark off their 
fields, in a half standing position. His 
back was terribly torn aud his left arm 
was badly injured. 

A long line of automobiles rushed to 
the spot where Maloney had fallen. 
He was picked up in a sem!-conscious 
condition and was hurried to a hotel in 
Barnstable Center, two miles distant. 
Physicians who attended him = stated 
that as far as they have been able to 
learn he is not internally injured.

OVER FOUR SCORE DEAD 


Drowned Like Rats In a Trap When 
* They Were Deagged Down Into St, 
Lawrence River Amid Tangle of 


Twisted Iron and Steel 


Quebec, Aug. 30.—The great Quebec 
bridge collapsed late yesterday after 


hoon and now the vast mass of steel 


work lies ip a tangled wreck across the 
St. Lawrence channel. A careful esti- 
mate places the loss of life at 54. 

The bridge fell at exactly 5:25 o'clock 
last evening, just as many of the work- 
men were preparing to leave. ‘The ac- 
cident was so terrible In its effective 
bess in Wiping out the lives of the men 
employed that very little is known as 
to the cause of the disaster. 

The bridge was about a mile and a 
half in length, and half of it, from the 
south shore to midstream, crumpled 
up and dropped into the water. Ninety 
men were at work on this section of the 
structure and the whistle had just 
blown for the men to leave off work 
for the day when there came a grinding 
sound from the bridge at midstream. 
The men turned to see what had hap- 
pened and an instant later the cry went 
up “the bridge is falling.” 

The men made a rush shoreward, but 
the distance was too great for them to 
escape. The fallen section of the bridge 
dragged others after it, the snapping 
girders and cables booming like a crash 
of artillery. Terror lent 
the feet of the frightened workmen as 
they sped shoreward, but ouly a few of 
them reached safety before the last 
plece of ironwork on the south shore 
was dragged into the river. Near the 
shore the wreckage of the bridge did 
hot go below the surface of the water 
aud eight workmen who 
ubove water Were 
to a bLospital.

Of the other 84, 16 have been taken 
from the water dead, and it is feared 
that all the others, or most of them, 
have either been drowned or crushed by 
the falling girders. 

The horror of the situation was in 
creased by the fact that there were a 
number of wounded men pinned in the 
wreckage near the shore. Their groans 
and shrieks could be plainly heard by 
the auxious crowds who were waiting 
at the water’s edge, but nothing could 
be done to rescue them or relieve their 
sufferings. There were no searchlights 
available and by the feeble light of lan 
terns it was impossible to even locate 
some of the sufferers. 

Nothing is known of the cause of the 
disaster. There was nothing of an un- 
toward nature reported that could give 
the slightest indication durmg the past 
few days that the huge structure was 
in a dangerous condition. It was bullt 
on such immense lines that it did not 
seem possible that it could break down. 
Whether it was caused by a defect in 
the materials or by an error in the eal- 
culations of the engineers is a mere 
matter of conjecture. 

The Quebec bridge was begun about 
seven years ago and it was to be fin 
ished in 1909.

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A NEW METAL ALLOY. 


Vanadium Steei Said to Possess Re- 
markable Qualities. 
Vanadium steel is the latest naval 
experiment, and at various navy yards 
knd gun shops experiments are being 
made which are watched with keen in- 
terest from Washington to ascertain 
the peculiar qualities of the new alloy. 
All sorts of claims are made for this 
metal. It is said to be the toughest 
of steels as well as the hardest, it can 
be wrought under the hammer, and it 
rolls and presses like the softest of 
Swedish iron, and the reduction to a 
minimum of the number of anneal- 
ings required by large pieces of fab- 
rication is an important element of 

economy. 

These are the principal claims which 
the navy department is trying to sift 
out. So far it has succeeded rather un- 
expectedly in producing an alloy so 
hard that no ordinary tool will touch 
it, which should make it especially 
valuable for the teeth of cutters and 
machine tools generally. There 1s also 
a suggestion that such hard metal 
might make a good face for armor 
plate. But it is suspected of brittle- 
ness in this condition, a fatal defect, 
and an effort Is to be made to unite it 
with a soft and tough steel backing, 
making the armor correspond with the 
present face hardened armor. 

Vanadium is very expensive, but the 
navy department is promised an abun- 
dant supply at low figures in the fu- 
ture. 


DIET 


Overfeeding ee aa) but Proper 
Digestion Must Be Assured. 
Herbert C. Clapp of Boston says 
that diet is a most important factor 
in the treatment of tuberculosis. A 
consumptive {is much more likely to 
eat too little than too much. System 
atic overfeeding and proper digestion 
of the food are the accepted remedies. 
The food much be palatable and well 
served, and the amount must vary with 
the patient and his circumstances. The 
outdoor air will enable him to assimi- 

late large amounts. 

Milk and eggs are the best foods to 
produce fats, which are most neces- 
sary to the patient. The author advo 
cates three solid meals a day, with 
lunches between of milk and eggs, 
about three quarts of milk and six 
eggs a day being taken. Fresh meats 
are especially necessary for these pa 
tlents, but a mixed diet ts undoubt- 
edly the best. Meat juice is valuable 

Pastry, candy, fried foods and cab- 
bage should be let alone. Alcohol is 
not advisable, but coffee, tea and 
chocolate may be taken moderately.— 
Medical Record.

Nonslipping Pipe Wrench. 

Inventors have studied and worked 
over the problem of devising a satis 
factory pipe wrench for many years. 
Hundreds have been patented, but few 
have been practical in use. A great 
many have been too complicated, mak- 
ing the cost of manufacture prohibl- 
tive. A Wisconsin man has devised 
the one shown here, which has the 
merits both of simplicity and prac 
ticability. By referring to the illus

tration the method of operation will 
be apparent. The jaws of the wrench 
are placed around the pipe, the free 
end of the lower jaw being pivoted to 
the handle, which serves as a lever. 
The greater the pressure on the han- 
die, the tighter will the jaws grasp 
the pipe. When the pressure has be- 
come sufficient to rigidly hold the pipe 
the latter will then be forced to follow 
the direction the handle Is traveling 
In addition no time ts lost in obtaining 
a fresh grip on the pipe for the next 
turn. 


Nondivining Rod. 

The divining rod expert who was 
sent by the German authorities to their 
colony in southwest Africa has been 
unsuccessful in his attempts to find 
water. This expert made many dis- 
coveries of underground water sup- 
plies in Germany, and the home gov- 
ernment accordingly determined to! 
utilize his services in the colony, where 
the need of water {s pressing. It was 
stated that he was successful in but 
one place, a valley where a chalk for- 
mation contained a great deal of wa- 
ter and wells would have been suc- 
cessful if driven anywhere. 

Progress of Wireless Telephony. 

Professor Kennelly of Harvard col- 
lege says wireless telephony is mak- 
ing steady progress, though the pres- 
ent range is only about ten miles. 
The reasen for the short range as com- 
pared with wireless telegraphy is the 
feebleness of the electric currents used 
in telephonic communication. In the 
development of a method of using 
stronger currents lies the extension of 
the range of wireless telephony. 
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A paint manufacturer always pre- 
fers to keep secret the fact that he 
has substituted something else fur
